   4     (V) IF THE VICTIM IS AN INDIVIDUAL OR FAMILY, WHETHER THE 
   5  OFFENSE JEOPARDIZED THE VICTIM'S FINANCIAL SECURITY; AND

   8    (2) INCLUDE WITH THE WORKSHEET A COPY OF THE VICTIM IMPACT 
   9  STATEMENT WITH THE VICTIM'S NAME REDACTED.
